The complications of the Irish 
fight against the English have so far 
left this omnivorous reader rather 
cold. It seems pretty evident that 
there has been more stupidity on 
both sides than anything else, and 
the record of stupidity is not inspir­ 
ing. Usually it is not even funny. 
So that all the fuss about Charles 
Stewart Parnell hasn’t made a deep 
impression either. When finally he 
whipped himself into action against 
the English, he ran true to type in 
the main, and that is that. 
Now, 
however, Joan Haslip has written a 
new biography (called tersely “Par­ 
nell”) and she has brought the man 
to life. She has done it less by her 
story of his career than by her in­ 
troductory chapters, where she goes 
rather deeply into Parnell’s family 
background, and into the psycholog­ 
ical state of the man at the time he 
decided to enter politics. 
The Parnells as a family are more 
interesting than any one of the in­ 
dividuals. 
There were 12 Parnell 
children, and on one side their heri­ 
tage was that of the Irish landown- 
er-gentry, except for a streak of 
madness. Some of Charles Stewart 
Parnell’s close relatives were either 
confined, or should have been. Some 
of his brothers and sisters showed 
definitely 
the 
vein of 
insanity; 
Charles himself was moody, intense, 
capable 
of 
dangerous 
emotional 
storms. 
He also was delicate, so 
much so that as a child he was sent 
to a girls’ school for a time. And he 
had a very bad inferiority complex. 
All this complicated personality 
did not come to Parnell from his 
father’s line. 
His mother was an 
American, daughter of Commodore 
Stewart of the American navy. She 
was mad in her own way; she gave 
birth to a dozen children without 
losing her beauty or her intensity, 
and she spent her time scandalizing 
her relatives by marriage, entangling 
herself with the Fenians, living 
wastefully in Ireland, England and 
France by turns. She was what the ; 
French call an “original.” 
Which facts, with all the others 
adduced by Miss Haslip, seem to ex­ 
plain Charles Stewart Parnell rath­ 
er well. 
In the body of the book 
there is a mass of material on the 
Irish home rule question which 
could. I suppose, be skipped by a 
reader interested in Parnell the 
man exclusively, 
At any rate, I 
skipped a lot of it.

but not precisely comparable class 
in England. 
That is, Mr. Macdonell starts 
off with the Hanson family, who 
live in that dull but eminently re­ 
spectable neighborhood called South 
Kensington in London.

for that matter, are not unlike the 
Apleys. 
But the backgrounds are 
rather different.
